“The members of the association have 
reason to complain that the grain buy- 
ers are not filling the weigh billls of 
joads of grain gold to them by farmers. 
The grain act requires that gross 
weight, dockage and net weight shall 
be given on bills. Thies is very se)- 
dom done, and the farmer has nothing 
to show what amount of dockage hag 
been taken, and much advantage is tak- 
en of the farmer ir this way. if would 
be acause of much friction betwe:n the 
farmerrs and buyers shou'd the farre-: 
insist on the bill being filled out prop- 
erly, and we suggest .n.t .ome person 
appointed by the Government should ex- 
amiae such weigh b.lis, and when iound 
not properly tilled out, proceeiingss 
should be taken against the buyer and 
a fine imposed.” 6 

In reply to Mr. Sheppard Mr. Goldie 
pointed out that there was guch an of- 
ficer in Winnipeg, who did nothing 
else, and Mr. Millar said a man trav- 
eledt hrough the country attenting to 
these affairs. He was satisf.ed thatt if 
the farmers would communicate with 
this officer in Winnipeg, whose name 
is Mr. Cassells, they would have sucn 
grievances attendei to. 

When the commission resumed in the 
afternoon Mr. E. W. McNair was pres- 
ent having arrived over the c.. B-B. 
during the lencheon hour. 

Mr. Rice Sheppard, secreiary of the 
Strathcona branch of the A. P.A., was 
recalled. He citel a cas? where a 
farmer living near Strathcona, checked 
the weights received trom the gra.n 
dealer by also weighing on the wa 
scales, and discovered he was short $36. 
The difference was due to discrepancy 
in weights and also due to a Smaller 
price being paid thar. was agrcel. Hait

Mr. Sheppard 
cited it as a common practice that lo- 
cal grain dealers made verbal agree- 
ments to take a farmer's grain at a 
certain price, and then when the grain 
was marketed they generally paid a 
cent or so below the price verbally 2g- 
reed upon. He further. stated that if 
any competitor raised the price, the 


| grain dealers suddenly ran up the price 


to close the other fellow out. They 
could easily afford to do this, as they 
mad2 such profits in the manufacture 
of cats into oatmeal.

REBATES TO MILLERS 

He thought the railway rate of 2% 
cents for Fort William was too high, 
and that grain dealers receive a rebate 
on these rates from the C. P. R. 

GRADING UNSATISFACTORY . 

The tarmers were not satisfied with 
the grading of oais made by the local 
Shepparu gstaved tnat ile 
took a sample of oats to the Brack- 
man-Ker elevator. He was offered: 22 
l-zc, the price tor feed oats. He gent 
a sample of the same oats to the gov¥- 
ernment grain inspector at Winnipeg. 
He gradea them No. | miliing oats, and 
adied in his report that they weré.a 
pretty sample. ‘Thzse oats were Sell N§ 
then for 32 1-2c in rort Willlam. fa 
was in favor of a higher ciassification 
for Alberta oats, viz., Oxtra No. 1 white 
Alberta, 42 lbs. to the bushel. THis 
district could turn out an unlimited 
quantity of such oats. The Clover Bar 
district were shipping 75,v00 to 100,000 
bushels this season. 

SOUTH AFRICAN SHIPMENTS 

Mr James B. McHachern was next 
He was questionei re the ship- 
ment of cats made to south Afiica ude- 
ing the war. The government purcnas- 
ed the oats here and get the minimum 
weight at 39 1-2 lbs. to the bushel. 
They had no trouble in getting a suf- 


ficient quant.ty of that quality. Many 
samples went 40 and 44 lbs. He said 


the millers refused the oats that year 
because it wag alleged they were frost- 


led. Questioned as to the vitality of 


frosted oats Mr. McEachern thought 
frosted oats had not the virile germin- 
ating power of the unfrosted, and’ Te 
would prefer. sowing Oats thet were 
lighter and which were unfrostel. The 
frost does not destroy the feeding value 
of the oats, but hurts them for milling. 
The oat meal makes ‘sloppy’’ por- 


Quentioned as to the effect of frost 
on the keeping qualities of the ata, 
Mr. McEachern could not give any ex- 
act knowledge based on obgervation. 
Weight was not the only consideration 
in estimating the quality of oats. 
Soundness is as important as weight. 
He wouid recommend incorporating the 
word sound in describing the grade in 
the Grain Act. 

LONG AND SHORT OATS. 

Mr. C. Nairn, manager of the Al- 
berta Milling Co., Edmonion spoke for 
the grain buyers. Hd said he had no 
frosted oats during the last two yéarea 
in Edmonton, and that, the average 
weight was about 41 lbs. per measured 
buehel. He thought 42 Ibs. was a lit- 
tle high. He referred to long and 
short oats and said the miller preférr- 
ed the long oats as ‘they had thinner 
hulls. It was hard to mill short, and 
long cats together. Yet it was almost 
impossible to separaia them. This 
might probably b2 done by putting a 
higher value on the long cets—s¢y” 2e. 

Mr. Nairn stated that ne geldom had
